Montevideo, December 17.—Re- 
ports emanating from Mexico 
City yesterday that the Uruguay- 
an government would offer its 
services as mediator in the dif- 
ficulties between the United 
States and Mexico over the case 
of Consul Jenkins were denied 
at the foreign ministry here to- 
day.

Claim That to Sell at 
Five Cents a Glass, as 
Ordered by Manget, 
Would Mean Loss to 
the Seller. 


Restrictions on the price of cof- 
fee, milk, tea, chocolate and other 
drinks affected by the order Fulton 
county food administrator, John A. 
Manget, on Monday, are off, and the 
Status of those prices remains as it 
was before the order on Monday, 
according to a ruling of the fair 
price committee at its call meeting 
Monday afternoon. 

This call meeting came as a result 
of a petition from the reStaurant 
keepers, hotel] men, and proprietors 
of soda fountains that the commit- 
tee give hearing to their reasons for 
wishing to maintain the prices that 
have been in vogue for some time on 
those drinks. So numerous were the 
camplaints that came into the of- 
fice of the chairman of the commit- 
tee on Tuesday that he acceded 
to their demand for a hearing, and 
there were about sixty or seventy 
representatives of the various busi- 
nesses affected present at the meet- 
ing Wednesday afternoon, 

“Would Lose Money.” 

Figures were presented by\various 
representatives of those that had) 
registered complaints to show that 
coffee and chocolate, especially, 
could not be sold at 5 cents the cup 
without incurring a loss to the sell- 
er. This statement was corrobo- 
rated by two or three merchants 
who had sold the drinks at five 
cents; but who told the committee 
that they were doing so at a loss to 
themselves, and in some cases, fore- 
saw the necessity for a rise in their 
price. 

One prominent hotel man, before 
the passage of the motion that re- 
scinded the former order, said that 
he advocated a differentiation in 
ruling that would ‘make the price 
allowed compatible with the service, 
the care, and the expense involved fn 
disposing of the product. Some 
places, he gaid, were put to smaller 
expense than others. Hotels, he con- 
tinued, with their more or less elab- 
orate service, could not afford to 
sell a cup of coffee, for instance, at 
as low a price as could a lunch- 
stand, where it was sold over the 
counter, with a minimum outlay for 
service, orockery, and

The judg- 
ment considered one of the most 
important ever rendered against 
the government.

Book of History 


Is Not Finished; 
World Wags On 


Originator of Prophecy 
Admits Prognostications 
of World’s Demise Were 
“Greatly Exaggerated.” 


New York, December 17.—Aston- 
ishment was expressed by the su- 
perstitious when the earth did not 
come to an end today. 

The ominous position of the plan- 
ets had been well press-agented, 
and some astrologers and pergens 
versed in witchcraft had maintained 
that at the precise moment when 
the major leaguers of the solar sys- 
tem formed themselves in a straight 
line with Neptune, Saturn, Jupiter, 
Mars. Venus and Mercury on one 
side of the sun and Uranus on the 
other, the earth, which had moved 
four or five solar paces to the front 
of the line, would behave like the 
one-horse shay. 

Scientists had scoffed the idea, 
but the superstitious ones recalled 
having lighted three cigarettes with 
one match or having walked under 
a ladder or having done in recent 
historic times one of the thousand 
and one other things known far and 
wide as omens of evil days. 

Students Get Holiday, 

Students in Porto Rico are report- 
ed to have been so unfavorably im- 
pressed with their chances for con- 
tinuing life ’yesterday that they 
asked for a holiday to prepare for 
the worst. Harold Jacoby, professor 
of astronomy at Columb, intimated 
their actions might have been due 
to the desire of youth everywhere 
to have a holiday. He and many 
other scientists maintained that the, 
effect upon the earth of the plan- 
etary alignment would be nil. 

Astrologers have predicted the 
end of the world on somewhat sim- 
ilar occasions for centuries. As 
early as 1186 the world escaped one 
of.their threatened cataclysms. Dis- 
appointment at the escape did not 
prevent Stoffler from predicting a 
universal deluge for the year 1524— 
a year, as it turned out, which was 
distinguished for drouth. 

Other Predictions, 

Mother Shipton, “witch” of Tudor 
times, was credited with being 
equally sure that four hundrd years 
after per time—in 1881, to be exact 
—the world would come to an end, 
The prediction caused much agita- 
tion in England when the date she 
set arrived. Thousands of persons 
deserted their homes and went out 
into the fields to await annthila- 
tion. 

Various religious cults have made 
a specialty in more recent years of 
specifying an hour as the e@arth’s 
last, setting forth scriptural or 
pseudo-scientific arguments in sup-

Professor Albert F. Porta, a 
meteorologist, is given credit, for 
first thinking up today’s catafftro- 
pire. ; 
ADIMTS , # 
EXAGGERATION. 

San Francisco, December 17.— 
Professor Albert A. Porta, San Fran- 
cisco meteorologist, from whose de- 
ductions on a planet configuratién 
the prophecy of the world coming 
to an end today was said to have 
sprung, reported today the prognos- 
tications of the world’s demise were 
greatly exaggerated. The rotation 
of the sun, preventing a pull of 
the planetary phalanx on any one 
place of the sun’s surface for any 
considerable length of time would 
prevent the formation of any sun 
spot, Professor Porta said. It was 
this sun spot that he feared. 

“Heavy electro-magnetics pro- 
duced by the tension of the planets 
on the sun would produce a huge 
sun spot which would in turn cause 
the cataclysm, but which event is 
prevented by the sun’s rotation,” 
Professor Porta said. 

In previous statements Professor 
Porta had admitted the possibility 
of disturbances in and on the earth 
as a result of the “pull exerted by 
the lined-up planets.” 


STATEMENT 


DENIED. 
Ann Arbor, Mich., December 17.— 


Professor Albert Porta, who is gen- 
erally credited with having predict- 
ed the end of the earth today, made 
no such flat statement, according to 


information received in “university 
circles here, 

Porta, who is said to be an ama- 
teur astronomer, at present living 
just outside of Los Angeles, pre- 
dicted .early in July, according to 
this ‘information, that, beginning 
about the middle of December and 
continuing until the middle of Jan- 
uary, there would be a series of 
terrific storms, . earthquakes and 
voleanic eruptions. The opinion is 
expressed. in university circles that 
these forecasts have been strongly 
enlarged upon in the telling until 
the end-of-the-world prediction was 
attributed to Porta. 

President Harry B. Hutchins, of 
the University of Michigan, stated 
that Porta is not now and never 
has been a member of the faculty 
at Michigan. “We have not been 
able to discover,” said Dr. Hutchins, 
“that he was ever a student here.” 

It is understood here that Porta, 
a number, of years ago, Was a pro- 
fessor in the University of Turin, 
Italy. . -

Following automobile accidents 
of Tuesday and Wednesday, result- 
ing tn the deaths of. five persons, 
and probably fatal injury to another, 
it was intimated by Mayor Key 
Wednesday that a councilmanic sur- 
vey of all dangerous-railroad cross- 
ings in the city might be ordered, 
with a view to formulating plans 
for the prevention of such fatali- 
}ties in the future. 

The mayor stated that an effort 
wold be made to have government 
and railway officials place satch- 
men at these crossings, declaring 
accidents would be reduced to a 
minimum, if this action were taken, 

Police officers have been assign- 
ed to the accident cases and a rigid 
investigation is being conducted. 
Chief Beavers and Recorder Johnson 
are determined to put an enéto all 
Violations of traffic laws and to 
lessen the number of accidents 
Which hag reached a record total 
for this year. 

Six Auto Accidents. 

There were six automobile ececi- 
dents occurring Tuesday after- 
noon and Wednesday morning, in or 
near Atlanta.

Four People Killed. 

The accident which resulted in 
the death of the four members of 
the Singleton family occurred at 
7:30 o'clock Wednesday morning, 
when the automobile driven by Mr. 
Singleton was run down and crush- 
ed by a Belt Georgia railroad switch 
engine at a blind grade crossing at 
Glennwood avenue and the Atianta 
and West Point belt line. 

An automobile collision at the 
corner of-North and Moreland ave- 
nues Wednesday at 8 o’clock be- 
tween cars driven by Newton C. 
Wing and John C. Rasbury caused 
the death of Mrs. Fannie E. Young 
and the injury of Roger Wing. The 
carg collided while traveling at a 
high speed, it was stated, and Mrs. 
Young was hurled to the pavement, 
through the windshield, fracturing 
her skull and causing her death 
while in an ambulance en route to 
the hospital Mr. Wing and his 
young son were thrown from a 
sedan car in which they were rid- 
ing, painfully injuring the boy. Mr. 
Raspbury, who was driving a small- 
er car, was uninjured, notwith- 
standing the fact that the running 
gear of his automobile Was demol- 
ished. 

The accident in which H. W. 
Thompson was probably fatally in- 
jured occurred at “Dead Man’s 
curve,” on the Peachtree road, 
Tuesday afternoon, a full account of 
which was given in The Constitu- 
tion Wednesday morning. Mr. 
Thompson was reported as dead at 
noon Wednesday but a later report 
stated he was still alive, though his 
life is despaired of by the Grady 
hospital physicians.

Epidemic Feared 
rere nS 
Pneumonia Cases Devel- 
op and Steps Are Taken 


to Prevent Situation 
From Becoming Serious. 


That the sanitation situation in 
flooded West Point is greatly inter- 
esting the state board of health and 
the Troup .county. board is .shown 
by the report of Dr. W. F. Haygood, 
of the former bods. who returned 
from a trip to the stricken town yes- 
terday and who is going back to- 
day. 

While no serious epidemic out- 
break is anticipated, a number of 
cases of pneumonia have occurred 
due mainly to exposure incident to 
the flood. Two Red Cross nurses 
Kave been sent down from Atlanta 
to cope with the situation. <As far 
as could be learned there are now 
six cases of pneumonia in.the city. 

Dr. Haygvod said, that the flooded 
cellars, which;>owing to the continu- 
ance of cold weather, would be a 
long time drying out, formed the 
chief menace of grip, pneumonia 
and ot her pulmonary troubles. 
While there are great masses af 
spoiled foods and feedstuffs in the 
town, much of it is piled up in the 
Streets and already offensive to the 
smell, he did not anticipate any out- 
break of disease on/that score. 

The debris is béing removed as 
rapidly as possible by the Troup 
county chaingang. The water sup- 
ply which was critical for a time 
has been solved for the time being 
by repairs to the waterworks which 
are across the Chattahoochee river 
on they west side of the city. Water 
for drinking and cooking is now be- 
ing conveyed across the river in 
barrels and other vessels and the 
p le are not compelled to secure 
their supply from possibly contam- 
inated sources. 

Food is being brought in and a 
large number of the people fre be- 
ing fed daily at the tea room by 
the Red Cross. :

ficer, at which time any necessary 
Steps will be taken to cope wth 
the sanitary situation. Troup coun- 
ty is organized under the Ells law 
with a splendid board of health, 
composed of Dr. W. H. Terrell, 
chairman; Dr. J. H. Hardy and 
Judge J. B. Strong, and Dr. Hay- 
good feels that. they will be able 
to meet almost any emergency that 
may arisé.

Congress Is Warned of 
Imperative Necessity of 
Providing Relief for Men 
Suffering Under Inade- 
quate Laws. 


Washington, December 17—Speedy 
action was demanded of congress 
on all matters affecting the govern- 
ment’s dealings with former service 
men, in resolutions adopted tonight 
by national and state officers of the 
American legion, at the conclusion 
of a three-day conference here with 
officials of the war risk insurance 
bureau, 

The resolutions also warned con- 
gress of the imperative necessity of" 
providing relief for men who have 
met with injustice through the inad- 
equacy of laws under which the 
present insurance and compensation 
regulations aré administered. 

Throughout the afternoon session 
of the conference an evident spirit 
of concern was, evident the legion’s 
power must be exerted if the nation 
is not to undergo again the burden 
of pension payments. The pension 
system was characterized by dele- 
gate after delegate as unnecessary 

d unjust, and as adding a burden 
on the coming generations which 
the taxpavers of these years should 
shoulder. 

Brigadider General Lord, director 
of, finance of the war department; 
Vv. W. Lambkin, chief of the rehabil- 
itation division of the federal board 
for vocational. education, and Sur- 
geon Lavinder, representing the 
public health service, appeared be- 
fore the legion representatives and 
were questioned closely in regard to 
the activities of their departments. 
Specific cases were employed in 
rapid succession by the legion dele- 
gates in developing complaints of 
inefficiency and in illustration of 
changes in administrative practice. 
requested by the former service 
men. a

Franklin D’Olier, grand com- 
mander, assured the government of- 
ficials at the close of the inquiry 
that the legion had no specific com- 
Plaint against them, but such must

The effort was blocked, but he ob- 
tained ‘unanimous .tonsent to send 
the measures to the committee, 
where he expects to renew his re- 
quest for action.

“So it seems obvious to me, in 
view of the attitude the president 
has taken toward both reserva- 
tions and compromise, that he 
should make every effort in this 
body to reach a solution of _this 
question, and I want the public to 
understand that the parliamentary 
situation is such that these resolu- 
tions which I have offered, either 
of which would eclve this prob 
lem, cannot be considered by the 
senate except by unanimous constnt, 
and I wanted for the second time 
to have it appear that unanimous 
consent was impossible. : 

“There is, however, another route 
we may travel and through which 
Wwe may possibly get results, and 
that is my reference of these reso- 
lutions to the committee on foreign 


relations and a report from that 
body. I therefore ask that both res- 
Olutions be referred to the com- 
mittee on foreign relations.” 

Without objection the vice presi- 
dent ordered them so referred. 

Senator Hoke Smith, of Georgia, 
followed Mr. Knox. He declared 
that if the league of nations cove- 
nant had not been attached to the 
treaty ratification would have been 
accomplished months ago. 

Smith Upholds Reservations. 

“For months it has been appar- 
ent,” Mr. Smith said, “that the 
league of nations could not be ap- 
proved without reservations. Most 
of the reservations suggested from 
different sides vary more in lan- 
Suage than in substance. 

“Senators have vied with one an- 
other in urging the importance of 
ratifying the treaty and in charging 
the opposition with responsibility 
for the delay. Let us cease try- 
ing to find out who is responsible 
for the delay and bring the delay 
to a close. 

“Party politics should not be play- 
ed over a question of such impor- 
tance, involving our international] 
relations. I believe that that party 
should and will be most injured 
which seeks most to make this trea- 
ty a football. : 

“To insist that the president 
should withdraw the treaty, just 
to send it back, is entirely unrea- 
sonable. The senate already has the 
treaty and has authority to perfect 
& resolution of ratifioation. At any 
time a majority of the senate can 
take up the treaty. Certainly two- 
thirds of the senate can do so by 
suspending any’ rule, if there is a 
rule, in the way of action. 

Must Be Non-Partisan. 

“The vote in the senate indicates 
that much less than a third of the 
Senators are opposed to ratifying 
the treaty with proper reservations. 
But we will make no progress 
through crimination and recrimina- 


tion, and through efforts to place /. 


the blame upon this or that side for 
delay. Ratification of the treaty 
must be by non-partisan act‘on, and 
every effort to create partisan ad- 
vantage hinders ratification. I do

Immediate Resumption of 
Free Trading With Eng- 
land Forecasted by State 


Department.

Washington, December 17.—Im- 
mediate resumption of free and un- 
restricted. trading with England 
was forecast today by state depart- 
ment officials as the result of the 
decision of Sir John Sankey and a 
coincident announcement by the 
British foreign office that American 
goods seized during the war under 
an order in council would be re- 


Definite information was lacking 
at the state department on the ex- 
act effect that the Sankey decision 
would have, but officials interpret- 
ed press dispatches as meaning that 
he had overruled the government’s 
right to declare the export embargo 
which went into effect last May 
and was issued with teh idea of 
safeguarding British industries 
from outside competition. 

Release of goods seized during 
the war will prove an equally heip- 
ful factor to American and English 
trade relations, according to a state 
department officiais. Exact figures 
as to the amount of the claims heid 
by the United States against Great 
Britain were not available today, 
but it is known that they run into 
the hundreds of millions. The great- 
er portion of tae govuds seized were 


those billed for Scandinavian coun- 
tries after Germany had instituted 
its submarine warfare and which 
the British authorities suspected 
of being destined eventually’ § for 
Germany. The seized gvods were 
brought into prize courts and un- 
less detinite proof could be ad- 
vanced as to the ultimate destina- 
tion were ordered confiscatea. 

Department’s Announcement. 

The state department’s announce- 
ment on the British government's 
decision to release such goods fol- 
lows:

eigners legally acquired, which has 
caused many protests to be sent to 
Mexico by the governments of the 
United States, Great Britain, The 
Netherlands and France, is one of 
the factors leading to the move to 
secure action by President Wilson. 

The protection of American rights 
in Mexico legally acquired is said to 
be the central appeal to the presi- 
dent. The navy’s efficiency is re- 
ported to be seriously threatened by” 
the fuel shortage and the pvussible 
reduction of the foreign oil sup- 
ply, hitherte consumed largely by 
the navy. Secretary Danieis re- 
cently declared in -public that “a 
nation’s first duty is to ps otecy its 
nationals abroad.” This, taken into 
consideration with the navy s needs 
ius tuel oil, was taken in suule yuar- 
\ers to constiute an expression ct 
op nion. that the United States 
si7@ii guard the rights of the Amer- 
icu® vil companies in ‘lex.co. 

Takes Active interest. 

Secretary uv the interior Lane has 
taken an active part in trying to aid 
the presiuent in the solution of this 
pioblem. He points out in his 
annuai report, just submitted, that 
“already we are importers of pe- 
troleum,” and that “we are to be 
iarger importers year by year. He 
deciares that “the American navy 
and the American merchant marine 
and American trade abroad muat de- 
pend to some extent upon our beiln 
able to secure, not merely for today 
but for tomorroy as weli, an equal 
opportunity with other nations to 
gain a petroleum supply irom the 
fields of the world.” 

Secretary Lane tells of asking 4 
board of gé@olugists, engineers and 
economists Where an adequate sup- 
ply of petroleum could De found and. 
what policy should be adopted to se- 
cure it,'and in summarizing the 
findings uf this board he telis Pres:- 
dent Wilson that it could not be s¢e- 
cured unless equal opportunities 
were given American natitonals for 
commercial development of foreign 
oils; that this would entail politica 
as well as commercial competition 
with other nationals; that “the en- 
couragement of and effective assisi- 
ance to our nationals in developing 
foreign fields is essential to secur 
ing the oil needed;” that “commer- 
cial eontrol by our nationals over 
large foreign sources of supply will 
be essential if the estimated | re- 
quirements are to be assured; and 
that “it is necessary that all coun- 


tries be induced to abandon or ade- 


quately modify present discrimina- 
tory policies and that the interests 
of our nationals be protected. 


An American Industry. 


Declaring that “the oil industry 
is more distinctively American than 
any other of the great basic indus- 
tries,” Secretary Lane tells the pres- 
ident that “we must look abroad fo: 
a supplemental supply and this may 
be secured’ through American enter-- 
prise” if the United Btat “assure 
American capital that if it goes into 
a foreign country \and secures the 
right tw drill for oil on a legal,and 
fair basis that it will be protected 
against confiscation and discrim- 
ination. ‘This should be a known 
and published policy.” 

The shipping board, the emer- 
gency fleet corporation and the rail- 
road administration’have called to 
the attention of the president the 
fact that their work will be serious- 
ly hampered, much of it destroyed, 
if the fuel supply is not assured. 
The railroads must have about forty 
million barrels of oil annually, and 
this consumption is increasing rap- 
idly. Automobile manufacturers 
see a crippling of their industry if 
gasoline is not available for the pur- 
chasers of thetr cars. Before the 
emergency fleet corporation decided 
upon oil burning ships it caused a 
fuel survey to be made aud when it 
found that American companies 
owned by purchase extensive oi} 
lands in Mexico and that the title to 
the ladns and rights were acquired 
in-Strict conformity with the law, it 
decided that the fuel questiOn was 
safe. 

Secretary of War Baker made a 
study of the fuel oil question with 
a view to the needs of the army and 
is said to have discussed the Mexi- 
can oil question extensively with 
naval experts on hia recent trip to 
Panama. 

These departments and offictals 
are said to have taken up the ques- 
tion with the state depammnet, in 
whose hands negotiations with the 
Mexican government rest.

This accident occurred in front of 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. R. C. V. 
Conner, parents of the child, 423 
Central avenue. The child was 
taken at once to Grady hospital. 

Vv. T. Argo was injured while 
standing on the curb at the corner 
of Peters street and Madison ave- 
nue. His left arm was fractured 
when he was struck by a truck be- 
longing to the Cudahy Packing 
company, driven by a negro. 

Grate Crossing Tragedy. 

The wreek resulting in the deaths 
of Mr. and Mrs. W. F. Singleton 
and the two youngest of their six 
children, was another grade cross- 
ing tragedy, in which the automo- 
bile was crushed like an egg shell 
by a locomotive, giving none of the 
four occupants a chance to escape. 

After sending the four oldest chil- 
dren off to school Tuesday morning. 
Mr. and Mrs. Singleton, with Wil- 
liam and Pear} started to West End, 
-below Clarkston, where Mr. Single- 
ton, with his brother, Rev. Charles 
Singleton, expected to spend a day 
in hunting. The little party had 
just reached the Glennwood cross- 
ing of the Atlanta: and West Point 
belt line, the northeast view of the 
tracks being hidden from them by 
an embankment and the warehouse 
of the East Atlanta Grain compa- 
ny, when a switch engine of the 
Georgia railroad, running’  back- 
wards and pulling a_ string of 
freight cars, backed into the auto- 
mobile, crushing it into a twisted 
mass and instantly killing Mr. and 
Mrs. Singleton and the two babies. 

The car driven by Mr. Singleton 
Was a new one, which he had owned 
but a short time, and it was stated 
that he approached the grade cross- 
ing*at a good rate:‘of speed. E. L 
Mason, engineer of Georgia railroad 
engine No. 802, which hit the auto- 
mobile, is quoted as saying that he 
saw the Singleton car roll up to tne 
crossing and come to a stop, then 
suddenly lunge forward onto the 
tracks. The next instant the mon- 
ster engine was upon the car and, 
as there was no pilot on the rear of 
the switch engine tender, the auto- 
mobile, following the impact, was 
not thrown from the track, but be- 
ing held down by the automatic 
coupler, was ground beneath the 
wheels of the tender. The car thus 
caught was dragged nearly 300 feet 
south of the crossing and its occu- 
pants were mangled in a horrible 
manner. 

The automobile was completely 
demolished and parts of it were 
ld for 100 yards ‘down the 
track. 


No Watchman Here. 


At the scene of the wreck, a cross- 
ing that is used largely by residents 
of East Atlanta, Stone Mowntain 
and other sections, there was no 
watchman nor bell or other alarm, 
despite the frequency of train serv- 
ice on the West Point Belt Line.

Although 
the children had not recovered from 
the shock of the announcement. and 
had not come td a full realization 
of their loss, they were ‘grief- 
stricken, and were the objects of 
tender sympathy from relatives and 
neighbors who gathered after news 
of the accident had traveled abroad. 
Mrs. Singleton was Miss Lucy 
Spivey, the daughter of PRev. J. B. 
Spivey. a prominent Baptist minis- 
ter, of near Clarkston, and she is 
survived by her father and several 
brothers and sisters. 


Planned to Vistt Farm. 


William F. Singleton, who had 
been in the grocery business for a 
number of years, had recently pur- 
chased the old -homestead of his 
family, and was planning to remove 
to the farm next spring. He and 
Mrs. Singleton, it was stated, had 
planned to visit the farm before re- 
turning to Atlanta, 

The police, following the accident, 
immediately began an investiga- 
tion, closely questioning the en- 
gineer ot the switch engine, y Be 
Mason, and Conductor James Berry. 
Coroner Paul Donehoo was notified 
of the wreck and the fatalities, but 
he decided to hold no inquest. as 
there were eve-witnesses. The 
bodies were om to the parlors of 
Harry G. Poole. 

The funeral services of the four 
members of the Singleton family 
will be held at the same time at the 
Zion Baptist church on_ the Stone 
Mountaim car line. Rev. C. W. John- 
son will officiate. Friends and rela- 
tives are asked to take the 12:27 
Stone Mountain street car. 

The wreck that resulted in the 
death of Mrs. Fannie Young, fol- 
lowed the collision of a sedan driven 
by Newton C. Wing, of 1007 East 
North avenue, and a small touring 
ear, which was driven by John 
Rasbury, 720 MHightand avenue, 
brother of Mrs. Young. The cars 
were moving rapidly northward of 
Moreland. at the corner of Moreland 
and North avenues. The Wing car. 
in an attempt to turn west, crashed 
into the smaller car driven by Mr. 
Rasbury. Mrs. Young, who was & 
passenger in the small touring car, 
was thrown through the windshield 
to the pavement, and her skull war 
crushed to such an extent that she 
died before reaching the hospital.

Buildings of A. E. F., Placed. 


_End to End, Would Reach 
Across France. 


Pittsburg, Pa. December i7.— 
Houses and buildings built for the 
doughboys by the engineeis of the 
American expeditionary force, if 
placed end to end would reach the 
entire length of France and into 
Germany, Colonel Edgar . Jadwin, 
U. S. A., told the Chamber of Com- 
merce here today, in addressing it 
upon construction in France. 

Colonel Jadwin was director of 
construction and forestry in France 
during the war. 

Other accomplishments 
engineers in supporting the men in 
the front line trenches inciuded the 
build.ng of 8,367 miles of highway 
throughout the sections of France 
where the American expeditionary 
forces held forth and the cutting of 
55,000 board feet of cordwood for 
fuel for the army’s comfort. 

In detail Colonel Jadwin took up 
the description of constructinon by 
the engineers of anything from 
heating systems to mechanical 
cooking devices, ship docks, harbor 
dredges, power plants and refrig- 
erating plants.

precedents in international law and 
in ordér to make clear before the 
pepole its official conduct, for, since 
Jenkins has been released under 
bail deposited in the Puebla court 
by an American citizen, the Mexi- 
can government thinks that any 
motive for misunderstanding be- 
tween the two countries has disap- 
peared and that the Jenkins case 
has taken a very different form 
than it previously presénted. 

“The United States government 
says that it refuses to enter into 
any judicial discussion of the dif- 


ferent points brought forward by 
the Jénkins case, but the Mexican 
government, on the contrary, thinks 
that a Ciscussion of legal questions 
in a matter which is essentially ju- 
dicial, and from any other point

Preserving a “White Australia” 


Washington, 16.—‘‘Recent declara- 
tion by W. H. Hughes, prime minis- 
ter of Australia, that his country 
was determined to maintain its tra- 
ditional policy of a ‘White Austra- 
lia,, a policy as firmly grounded 
there as is the Monroe doctrine in 
the United States, again turned the 
attention of the world toward that 
remote and unique continent,” says 
@ bulletin from Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society. | 

“It is not that Australia despises 
immigration,” explains the bulletin, 
which is based on a communication 
to the society from Herbert £&. Greg- 
ory. “It is rather that she has 
clung to her ideal of ‘a homogeneous 
people of British origin.’ 

“Australia is disappointed that of 
the four large areas which offer 
congenial homes fer people of Buro- 
pean blood—namely, Australia, Can«- 
ada, United States and Argentina— 
Australia alone is passed by, while 
the other three favored regions have 
received Europeans by hundreds of 
thousands. She saw the United 
States receiving in one year (1913) 
1,197,892 people from abroad, more 
than the entire net immigration to 
Australia for the pdeceding fifty- 
three years, and in another year 
(1910) enrolling four times as many 
people born in the United Kingdom 
as were living in Australia. 


Most Isolated Continent. 


“Australia is the most isolated of 
all inhabited continents, and is re- 
mote from the center of all of the 
world’s activities. Northward the 
sailing distance to Japan is approxi- 
mately 3,000 nautical miles; to 
India, 2,500 miles. Sotith America is 
7,000 miles to the east, and Africa 
an equal distance west. 

“From London te the capital of 
Australia ships by the Suez route 
traverse approximately “13,362 miles 
of water, and by the Panama canal] 
14,382: miles. From California porta 
the routes via Samoa, or Fiji, or 
Tahiti cover a quarter of the cfr- 
cumference of the earth. § Austra- 
lia’s only large civilized neighbor 
within a radius of 1,000 miles is 
Java. 

“The continent, lying thus far out- 
side the ordinary routes of travei, 
is rarely Visited by Americans. For 
most of us knowledge of this fasci- 
nating land is obtained by a study 
of a few pages in the back of school 
geographies — pages descriptive of 
‘Australia and New Zealand,’ and 
accompanied by a map of ‘Australia 
and the Islands of the Pacific’ on a 


| 


scale too small for the recognition 
of significant features. 

“Australia is large country. It 
is about fourteen times the size of 
France or Germany, twenty-five 
times the size of Italy, Hungary or 
Ecuador, and two and one-half 
times the size of Argentina, its chief 
competitor in the Southern Hemis- 
phere. Its area is equal to three- 
fourts of HBurope, one-third of all 
North America and one-fourth of 
the British empire. ‘ 

Same Size and Shape of U. 8S. 

“The continent is almost exactly 
the size and is nearly the shape of 
the United States. , 

“The traveler in search of dupli- 
cates of the Canadian Rockies, the 
Yosemite, the Grand Canyon, of 
Norwegian fiords and Alpine scen- 
ery, need not visit Australia. Its, 
mountain scenery is that of the 
southern Appalachians, the Whit¢ 
Mountains-and the low ranges of 
Arizona. Its plains and plateaus are. 
comparable with those of the Rocky | 
mountain foothills and the arid ex-‘ 
panses of Utah, Idaho and Oregon. 
The blunt grgnite cap of Mt. Kos- 
ciusko, 7,328 feet. above sea, is the 
culminating point of land. A half 
dozen peaks reach the height of Mt. 
Washington, and something like one 
per cent of the entire land area 
rises as high as the Catskills. 


“That the size and form of a land- | 


mass nearly as large as Europe 
should have remained, unknown un- 
til 1770 is most remarkable. 
“Curiously enough, the establish- 
ment of the first colony on the new- 
found continent is an episode in the 
history of the United States. It was 
proposed by the British government 
to utilize the land as a home for the 
‘loyalists’ (Tories) who found life 
in the ‘Américan colonies uncom- 
fortable at the close of the revolu- 
tionary war. They were to be sup- 
lied with land’ and money, and 
alay slaves or English convicts 
were to be provided as laborers. 
“Fear of the French fleet and the 
removal of many Tories to Canada 
led to the abandonment of this 
scheme, but another use for Botany 
Bay was soon discovered. Place 
must be found for undesirable citi- 
zens, who, before the revolution, 
had been sent to America at the 
rate of one thousand a year, and 
New South Wales met the requwire- 
ments.

TIMBER FORESTS 
FAST DISAPPEARING 
IN UNITED STATES 


James A. Hollomon 
(By Constitution Leased Wire.) 

Washington, December, 17—The 
rate of depletion of the forests of 
this country is more than twice, 
probably three e¢imes, what is 
actually being produced by growth 
in a form serviceable for products 
Other than firewood. 

Consequently, high prices of 
lumber are not wholly due to in- 
creased costs of production. An 
important factor is the every re- 
treating sources of timber supply. 
Already the supplies of all the 
great eastern centers of production 
are approaching exhaustion, with 
the exception of the south, and 
even there most of the mills have 
not over 10 to 15 years’ supply of 
virgin timber. Already the south- 
ern pine is being withdrawn from 
many points as a competitive fac- 
tor and its place taken by western 
timbers, This inevitably results in 
added freight charges, which the 
consumer must pay. 

These facts were made known in 
the annual report of the forester 
of the department of agriculture 
recently. This presentation is ac- 
complished by a plea that the na- 
tion adopt an enlarged program of 
public acquisition of forests by the 
government, the states, and muni- 
rcipalities, and protection and per- 
petuation of forest growths on all 
privately owned lands which may 
not better be used for agriculture 
and settlement.

Now that each housewif 
feels called upon to do her bit to 
help cut the high cost’ of living, 
let us make at home the candy sv 
Lage tel to the Christmas holi- 

ays. '! 

The first thing to do is to pre- 
pare the fondant, which is easily 
done if you own a candy thermome- 
Just place in a saucepan that 
is aboslutely free from grease 

Two cups of granulated sugar, 

One cup of white corn syrup, 

One-half cup of boiling water, 

One-half teaspoon of cream of tar- 
tar. 
, Adjust candy thermometer to sid ~ 
of saucepan. 

Set in a warm place for a few 
minutes to melt the sugar and theu 
stir well. Wipe the sidés of the 
saucepan with a damp cioth to re- 
move the sugar crytsals. Place the 
saucepan on the stove and bring tu 
a boil. Cook until it reaches 240 


degrees on the candy thermometer 
pour on 


and then knead like bread dough 
Place in a bowl]! and let stand for 


one day to ripen, in a cool place. 
Cover bowl] with a cloth that has 
been wrung very dry from hot wa- 
ter. This fondant may be used be- 
tween halves of English walnuts, aan 
centers for chocolates or to cover 
almonds or pieees of fruit. It can 
also be used for dipping and mak- 
ing bonbons. 


To Use Fondant for Dipping. 


Place one-half of the fondant in 
the top part of a double boiler and 
fill the lower part with boiling wa- 
ter. Add about one tablespoon v/ 
boiling water to the fondant and 
stir continually to reduce to a thick 
cream. Dip in the pieces of nut, 
candied fruit or balis of plain- 
flavored fandant. Let dry on waxed 
paper or oilcYoth-covered board. 

When the fondant becomes tov 
dry for further dipping scrape from 
the pan, using a wooden spoon and 
form into halls. Dip them in melt- 
ed chocolate. 

To Meit Chocolate for Dipping. 

Either the plain or sweet choco- 
late may be used, for dipping. To 
prevent streaking or turning gray. 
the chocolate must be melted at a 
low temperature, so fill the lower 
part of the double boiler with boil- 
ing water. Place the top compart- 
ment in position, then add the choc- 
Olate which has been cut fine. Add 
one tablespoon of salad oil to each 
half pound. Stir frequently until 
the chocolate melts and then dip in 
the fondant centers, nuts or piece 
of candied fruit. Place to dry on uw 
board which has been covered with 
oilecloth. 

Ginger Crytsals, 

Soak three level tablespoons of 
selatine {n one-half cup of cold wa- 
ter for one hour. Then place in a 
saucepan that is free from grease 

Two cups of sugar, 

One cup of water. 

Bring to a boil and cook for five 
minutes, then add the prepared gel- 
atine. Stir to dissolve thoroughly. 
then bring to a boil again and cook 
for twelve minutes. Remove from 
the fire and add 

One tablespoon of lemon juice, 

Two-thirds cup of crystalized gin- 
ger, cut in tiny bits. 

Rinse an oblong pan with cold 
weter and drrin well Turn in the 


cvoked mixture and set in a cool 
place tor twelve huours to become 
firm. Then loosen from the pan and 
remove. Tu'* on the table and cut 
Into blocks. Roll in granulated su- 
gar and let stend to --~-<talize.

VALDOSTA VOTERS 
STRONG FOR BONDS 
FOR SCHOOL USES 


Valdosta, Ga., December 17.— 
(Special.)}—One hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars in city school bonds 
were overwhelmingly authorized in 
the election held here today. There 


were 625 votes cast for bonds‘ and 
two against. To insure the elec- 
tion it was necessary for bonds to 
secure a majority of the 788 regis- 
tered voters and two-thirds of those 
who participated in the election.

A famous specialist has said that 
a woman’s beauty is made or marred 
during the first five years of her 
life.

To a thoughtful observer the spec- 
tacle presented is both curious and 
engaging. From the beginning of 
this week, it seems that at any 
point in the Whitehall shopping dis- 
trict the whole town—men, women 
and children—is passing in review, 
in addition to the hundreds of vis- 
iting shoppers. It makes an im- 
posing spectacle, brilliant With color 
and warm with life. 

It is an endless procession, too,

Washington, December 17.—At- 
torney General Palmer will appear 
before the senate committee inves- 
tigating the coal situation Friday 
or Saturday, Chairman Frelinghuy- 
sen announced tonight, after a brief 
session of the committee. 

The attorney general, it was in- 
dicated, will be asked to explain 
the basis of the agreement which 


finally ended the strike of bitumin- 
ous miners, and caused the resigna- 
tion of former Fuel Administrator 
Garfield. Mr. Palmer, it was said 
tonight, at the department of jus- 
tice, would leave Chicago late to- 
night for Washington, having can- 
celed his speaking engagements in 
Little Rock and Oklahoma City. 

J. W. Dawson, an expert on coal 
production and costs, who was the 
only witness heard today by the 
senate committee, expressed the be- 
lief that t present wages paid 
miners are sufficient, and that “any. 
increases granted them miu st 
eventually come from the public’s 
pocket.” 

“Coal opermors are not making 
big profits this year,” Mr. Dawson 
said, “and, in my opinion, they ean- 
not entirely absorb the 14 per cent 
increase which the government has 
already allowed.” 

Senator Frelinghuysen asked the 
witness to suggest: a method of 
avoiding nation-wide strikes such 
as that just ended. 

“President Wilson and Attorney 
General Palmer took the best 
method when they started out to 
make the miners’ union observe the 
Lever law, and call off the strike,” 
Dawson replid.

Washington, December 7.—In 
his first statement of policy since 
assuming the portfolio of secretary 
of commerce, Joshua W. Alexander 
today declared that under his ad- 
ministration the department of 
commerce would follow an 
and aggressive policy in promoting 
foreign trade. Tempered with its 
aggressiveness, the new secretary 
said, the department, however, 
would pursue a policy of fair play 
to America’s competitors in the 
foreign trade field. ; 
The United States Secretary Alex- 
ander asserted, must not only exert 


itself in the foreign markets to 
which it is accustomed but must 
push American goods in the coun- 
tries where little headway has 
been made, 

The government should not. be 
called upon for extension of credits 
to foreign countries, Mr. Alexander 
declared. Credit in his opinion is 
a matter for the banks and private 
concerns to furnish. 

In regards to the merchant ma- 
rine the secretary approved. the 
policy of the shipping board, that 
the government should operate its 
ships until they can be taken over 
by American shipping interests. 

“If American goods are to. reach 
all concer of the world,” he said, 
“our ships must ply the trade lanes 
of all the seas. To this and the 
government must’ build up- -the 
steamship lines until the time 
when American conaefns are in a

French Aviator 
Battles Vulture 
Over Mountains 


Moulmain, Burmé, December 17.— | 
Lieutenant Etienne Poulet, the 
Frenchman who recently yielded the 
Paris-AuStralia air race to Captain 
Ross Smith, is safe here today after 
a battle in the air with a huge vul- 
ture which broke a propeller of his 
machine and forced him to land on 
& small plateau in the mountains. 

Lieutenant Poulet ,left Bangkok, 
Siam, December 6, two hours after 
Captain Smith, and direct wofd of 
his fate had been lacking until last 
night when he landed here in his 
machine. . 

The French aviator, in relating 
his experiences today, said he no- 
ticed his feathered attacker while 
flying at an altitude of 1,000 feef\ 
above mountain peaks in Siam, about 
100 miles east of Moulmain. The 
vulture, he said, circled for a while 
over the aircraft, which was 1.ak- 
ing little speed because of weather 
conditions, then dived straight 
downward striking and shattering 
the right propeller. 

Discovering it would be impos- 
sible to continue the journey, Lieu- 
tenant Poulet searched | moun- 
tain tops for half an hour Defore a, 
suitable landing place eould be 
found. He made his own repairs 
and continued to this city. 


Choctaw Indian

Washington, December 17.—Otis 
W. Leader, a Choctaw Indian of 
Calvin, Okla., who was with the ar- 
tillery force, fired the first Ameri- 
can shots in the world war, and

BANANA IMPORTERS 
FIGHT RATE INCREASE 


Mobile, Ala., December 17.—Ba- 
nana importers here and in other 
Gulf ports are organizing for a 
finish fight on proposed increase in 
shipping’ rates for bananas advo- 
cated by the railroads. The raise 
will cost the importers of this city 
and New Orleans four hundred 
thousand dollars annually, accord- 
ing to the local Chamber of Com- 
merce, 

The proposed increase will 
amount to from eight to eighteen 
cents per hundred pounds, depend- 
ing upon the distance of the haul. 
Under the increase the rates per 
hundred pounds to named destina- 
tions in the South would go up as 
follows: 

Birmingham six cents; Gadsden 
ten cents; Atlanta seventeen cents. 
Other points south of the Ohio 
river are affected in propotion. 

The matter was first brought be- 
fore the Birmingham freight traf- 
fic committee and resulted in a 
deadlock, automatically referring 
the matter to the regional freight 
traffic committee at Atlanta. 
Again a deadlock ensued and the 
matter goes before the Washing- 
ton committee. It is here that the 
banana importers hope to affect 
another deadiock which will cause 
the death of the issue.

VOLUNTARY RE 
URGED EN NEWSPAPERS 


Ten Per Cent Decrease in 
Size of All Papers to Meet 
Print Shortage. 


Washington, December 17.—Every 
newspaper in the country was 
called on today by the’ house post- 
office committee to reduce fits con- 


sumption of news print paper by 
10 per cent for a period of six 
months in an effort to relieve the 
present serious shortage which the 
committee has been told threatened 
the destruction of a number of 
small papers. 

Voluntary co-operation of pub- 
lishérs would obviate-the necessity 
for repressive governmental action, 
said the committee statement, 
which was prepared by Chairman 
Steenerson. Members of the com- 
mittee said if the publishers carried 
out the voluntary conservation 
plan, further action on the Anthony 
bill to limit the size of newspapRers 
and periodicals using -the: second- 
class mail privileze would be post- 
poned for the present, at least. 


newspaper publishers follows: 
Steenerson’s Statement. 


“The committee considered the 
shortage in the néws print paper 
supply and believe that unless con- 
sumption can be materially reduced, 
it will result in the destruction of 
a large number of newspapers in 
the smaller cities and towns, and in- 
flict injury on the communities 
served by them; and havingin mind 
the great results accomplished dur- 
ing the war by the voluntary and 
patriotic co-operation of the people 
in saving food, fuel and other nec- 
essaries, in which you had credita- 
ble part, we appeal to you to re- 
duce consumption of news print pa; 
er by at least 10 per cent during 
the next six months, thereby avert- 
ing the threatened injury and obvi- 
ating the necessity for repressive 
measures in the future.” 

During the hearings on the An- 
thony bill Chairman Steenerson 
questioned representaitves of news- 
papers from over the country as to 
whether a _ voluntary reduction 
would solve the problem and, al- 
most without exception, the pub- 
lishers said such a plan would meet 
with their approval. 


Glass Testifies. 
Testimony of President Glass, of 


the American Newspaper Publish; 
ers’ association, and representatives 
of paper mills and paper brokerage 
firms, indicated the prospective 
shortage for 1920 was slightly less 
than 10 per cent, au. the commitee 
stn fo general reduction of 10 
per cent by every publication would 
e'iminate the necessity of enacting 
legislation opposed hy practically 
every large daily in the country and 
some smaller publications. 

The committee made no recom- 
mendations as to the methods of 
placing the planin effect, leaving the 
details to the publiskers themselves.

New Plan Submitted. 


A new plan for restricting use of 
print paper was proposed in a bill 
introduted by Representative Hoch, 
republican, Kansas, after the com- 
mittee’s decision on the Anthony 
measure. The Hoch bill would re- 
Strict all newspapers and periodi- 
cals from using more paper during 
the first six months of 1920 than 
was used during the first half of 
1919, The restriction would take 
| into consideration increased circu- 
lation and provision would be made 
for new publications. 

Under the Hoch bill, designed as 
@ substitute for the Anthony meas- 
jure, no publisher would be given 
the second-claks mailing privilege 
without filing a pledge to observe 
the limitation and violators would 
suffer the penalty of paying third- 
class postage rates. Representative 
Anthony and other members of the 
postoffice committee were said to 
favor the Hoch bill in view of the 
many objections raised to the An- 
thony measure. 


San Francisco, December 17.—At

English Cotton Mills 
Bring Heavy Prices; 
Many Deals Reported 


London, December 17.—-A 
agitation in the Lancashire cotton 
industry has been going on for the 


last three months, according to re- 
ports reaching the American Cham- 
ber of Commer@ée of London, as 
syndicates have been buying up 
cotton mills at huge price and float- 
ing new companies whose shares 
have been eagerly snatched up. 

In the last three months, says 
the American chamber, probably 
more than seventy mills have 
changed hands and fortunes have 
been mace by owners who previous- 
ly were men of only moderate 
financial standing. 

The latest sensation was the 65,- 
100.000 pound dea! in which a Lon- 
don syndicate recently was report- 
ed to have purchased the business 
of Messrs, Horrockses, 
and company, the largest private 
company of cotton spinners and 
manufacturers in Lancashire. 

With one exception the flotations 
are being carried through by n- 
cashire men. The exception is the 
syndicate now negotiating the Hor- 
rockses deal. 

The next four or five years, says 
the American chamber, are looked 
forward to as a period of unsur- 
passed prosperity. The shortage 
of mills and difficulties with re- 
gard to the construction and financ- 
ing of new ones are considered to 
be responsible for the unprecedent- 
ed buying of existing undertakings 
at such huge prices.

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Foreign Firms Canceling 

Orders for Cotton and 
All Kinds of Manufac- 
tured Commodities on 
Account of Critical Ex- 
change Situation.

New York, Vecemver iv.—The In- 
ternational financial situation is 
‘becoming so critical, that in the 
opinion of several bankers whom 
1 met today, the United States will 
have to ratify some kind ot a peace 
treaty early next year or bear the 
chiei burdens of a collapse in in- 
ternational exchange. 

Believing that there are only 
those two outcomes of the present 
highly dangerous situation, the 
business interests are doing every- 
thing within their power to have the 
treaty of Versailles ratified by a 
compromise between President Wil- 
son and the republican leaders of 
the senate. . 

Because dollars are now becoming 
#0 expensive in all European coun- 
tries, hundreds of foreign business 
‘houses are canceling orders in this 
country. Every day the _ cables 
bring a new list and, frankly, the 
experts and foreign departments of 
the big banks are very seriously 
concerned. Many instances of can- 
#eled orders could be given, from 
Sigarettes to hooks and eyes, but 
the biggest surprise of all came 
today when several cotton export- 
ing houses received cable advices 
from Europe indicating that unless 
there is a readjustment of exchange 
rates there will be no more orders 
for cotton from this country. 

Cancel Cigarette Order. 

This week ten million cigarettes, 
packed for export, were unloaded 
at a sacrifice in Brooklyn, followin 
the cancellation of orders abroad. 
Another concern, marketing hooks 
and eyes in France, which had or- 
ders for five hundred thousand dol- 
lars worth, had the shipments stop- 
ped by cable and have notified the 
manufacturers here that unless 
there is some adjustment because of 
the low market value of the franc 
they will not accept the goods. 

Until very recently this country 
has not been seriously affected by 
the exchange situation, because 
Turope has been buying heavily be- 
Gause of her needs, despite the high 
cost of American dollars, but with 
every European currency now greéat- 
ly depreciated the foreign houses 
are “calling a halt.”

Treaty 
People’s Opinion 


By William Howard Taft| 
(The CGonstitutiona—Philadelphia Publie Ledger 
Service—Coypright, 1919.) t 

The enterprising editors of three 
college papers, The Yale News, The 
Harvard Crimson and The Prince- 
tonian, have initiated a movement 
in all the colleges of the country 
to secure an expression by the stu- 
dents of those colleges upon the is- 
sues which the present situation in 
respect to the treaty and league of 
nations presents. It is proposed 
that on the same day in January 
students shall cast their ballots to 
indicate whether they favor a com- 
promise of the Lodge reservations 
and a ratification .r are opposed to 
the treaty unless it has all the 
Lodge reservations or are opposed 
to the treaty altogether. It will 
be interesting and informing to 
note the result. 

College students are generally 
idealists. They are’ thirsty for 
knowledge and for the time and op- 
portunity to study the distinctions 
involved in public questions. They 
cannot be said fully to represent 
public opinion, but they do repre- 
sent the opinion of an element in 
the community which is entitled to 
great respect, and to which the 


American people have every reason 


to be grateful. 

The fine edge of the patriotic 
and sacrificial spirit of the United 
States in this late war was first 
shown in the colleges, and was fol- 
lowed by intense application and 
energy on the part of the students, 
who furnished a large part of the 
younger officers of our great army. 
Many of these have returned to 
finish their college courses. Their 
votes will reflect the opinion of an 
intelligent and discriminating class. 
They have not the benefit of ex- 
perience in public affairs. They 
have not had the sobering influence 
of hard experience in life. They 
have perhaps not been taught to 
count the cost of things as other 
men have been. But many of them 
have lived many years in their one 


year’s service in the army, where, 
they faced death and saw it in all 
its forms. They know, as well as 
any of the 4,000,000 who represent- 
ed us in this war, why we went into 
the war and what our purpose was, 
Representative of America. 

In this respect they are peculiar- 
ly representative of American ideals 
and are in a unique position to say 
how these ideals and purposes 
should be clinched in the treaty 
securing the results of the war. 
Though they may have their politi- 
cal predilections, they are likely 
to be free from partisanship. Though 
they may admire or dislike Mr. 
Wilson, their ‘personal feelings are 
not intense enough to influence 
their judgment on such issues. 

Politicians and others may laugh 
at this expression of their opinion. 
Their votes will probably not be 
numerous or concentrated enough 
to affect results. But what they 
think will be indicative of what a 
very large and important part of 
the electorate may think when op- 
portunity comes to express their 
opinions. It is a part of the elec- 
torate which rarely exercises much 
influence in the preliminary cam- 
paign in conventions or in the se- 
lection of cand.dates, but it often 
holds the balance of power as be- 
tween the two parties in an elec- 
tion. It is of the same class of 
voters whose opinion, without re- 
gard to party, elected Governor 
Coolidge by so great a majority. It 
is the so-called better element to 
which regu'ar politicians find it at 
times useful to cater, 

Meantime, college. officers and 
faculties in the various seats of 
learning are pressing upon the sén- 
ate the necessity for a compromise 
and a ratification of the league.

Would Give Peace. 

It is interesting to note the anx- 
iety on the part of opponents of 
the treaty, lest at the meeting of 
the national republican committee 
there miight be disclosed controver- 
siés within the party on the sub- 
ject. This indicates the existence 
of a difference of opinion, a dif- 
ference between political leaders 
that cannot be concealed from pub- 
lic knowledge, however restrained 
the meeting may be, 

The reported attitude of both the 
republicans and democrats, that 
each side will wait until the other 
acts and concedes something, is not 
satisfactory. The attempts of each 
side to put on the other the respon- 
sibility for the present unfortunate 
situation does not help it. The 
country and the world are suffer- 
ing from the delay in the ratifica- 
tion. The rest of the world knows 
that better than we do. We shall 
know it later. Why should the 
country or.the world have to suf- 
fer because of the personal or po- 
litical antagonism between the 
leaders of the two parties in the 
senate and the executive? 

Would Givse Peace. 

What is there in the personal or 
political victory of either side com- 
parable in value and importance to 
the stability of the world and the 
relief of unrest which a firm peace, 
secured by the league, will give? It 
will increase the credit of the 
European nations and reduce ex- 
change. It wil enable them to 
deal with us on more favorable 
terms than now and encourage 
their demand for our goods. It will 
save their people from starvation. 
It will stiffen the republican party 
in Germany and enable it to meet 
the threats of the militarists and 
of the bolshevists. It will destroy 
forever the hope, certainly enter- 
tained in Germany by reason of the 
delay in the ratification of the 
treaty, that the allies are not to be 
united in the maintenance of the 
guarantees of the treaty. 

Are all the world bene1its to be 
sacrificed or to be halted in the 
playing for position that both sides 
seem to be engaged in at present? 
What possible difference can it 
make to the world whether the 
treaty be identified as a President 
Wilson treaty or a warmed-over 
treaty by Senator Lodge?

It either 
goes forward or backward, and in a 
measure is a great civilizer, in fact, 
wherever Carnegie has penetrated, 
it igs @ greater missionary than any 
other form. 

In the case of the late Henry 
Clay Frick his will provides for 
trusts amounting to $117,000,000, 
which go back to the people, who 
themselves are the beneficiaries. 

If we carefully watch the dispo- 
sition of the big fortuntes of this 
country for the past few years, we 


find that the bulk of these estates go 
back to the people in a measure, |, 


which is of great benefit to them. 
The geniug of the American in his 
Vision, and his ability to produce, 
certainly should not. be. curtailed, 
and it is to the credit of the country 
that it is able to produce mnen cof 
this caliber and character. | 
Men like H. C. Frick and Andrew 
Carnegie have certainly benefited 


the entire world, and it seems to me | 
that the people should be educated 
to the fact that they have nothing 
to fear from “swollen fortunes.” 
The achievement of the American 


people in a measure lies in the au- 
dacity of these Americans, and 


without’ these “swollen furtunes,” 
which at times seem to cause con- 
cern, this country would not be the 
power that it is, and a careful siudy 
of the men of worth will .lso show 
a greater sense of morality and a 
greater sense of responsibility to the 
public at large. ' ! 
The gifts of such men as Rocke- 
feller, Carnegie and Frick are ccr- 
tainly a good sign that as far as 
“swollen fortunes” are concerned, 
the people have nothing to fear. 
The possibilities for great suc- 
cess in this country are open to any 
man, and the man who succeeds 
should be encouraged and nox dis- 
couraged, and if the people them- 
selves would exert the best that isin 
them in work without envy, there 
would be a greater distribution of 
this wealth: .

Looking down. from 
the press gallery to the left—that 
is the republican playground—and 
there are Johnson, of California, 
and Poindexter, of Washington, 
both followers of’ Roosevelt in ‘the 
old ges and both “Pacific coast- 
ers; and Watson, of Indiana, “who

ing, of Qhio, a McKinley type of 
man, and Sutherland, of ‘West Vir- 
ginia. They are serious candidates 
for the G. O. P. nomination, and 
two of them have formally an- 
nounced that fact. “And then there 
are several other “favorite son van- 
didates,” who will seek, directly or 
indirectly, to fee) the thrill of a 
nominating speech in the Chicago 
convention. They are Cummings, 
Knox, Penrose, Lodge, “Sorah and 
Sherman. Some of these, however, 
have already felt the sensation of 
having been put in nomination once 
before, Cummings, Knox, Borah, 
Sherman and La Follette having 
been advanced as “favorite sons” at 
the time Judge Hughes was taken 
from the supreme court and placed 
upon the sacrificial altar. 

And then on the democratic side 
there are Pomerene, of Ohio, and 
Hitchcock. of Nebraska, and Owen, 
of Oklahoma, who are seriously 
after the nomination—all Wilsonian 
factionists—and then there is Un- 
derwood, of Alabama, who was a 
strong candidate in 1912, but de- 
clares he will not be a candidate 
now; Swanson, ‘of Virginia, and 
other “favorite son” candidates. 

And with all of it, it is probable 
that - the nomimations will junip 
right over Capitol hill and take can- 
didates not members of the national 
congress. @s a matter of fact 
congress, itself, even the senate, has 
been a poor stepping stone to the 
white house. Monroe, of Virginia; 
Adams, of Massachusetts; Jackson, 
of. Tennessee; Van Buren, of New 
York; William Henry Harrison, of 
Ohio; John Tyler, of Virginia; 
Buchanan, of Pennsylvania; John- 
son, of Tennessee, and Benjamin 
‘Harrison, of Indiana, are . only 
presidents who served in se wake 
and two cf them, Johnson and Ty- 
ler, were advanced to the presi- 
dency from the vice presidency by 
death of the executive. James A. 
Garfiled, it will be recalled, had 
been elected to the senate by the 
Ohio legislature,- but was nominated 
and elected president while still 
serving as a member of-the house. 
William McKinley had served no- 
tably in the house, but was gover- 
nor of Ohio when elected to the 
presidency. ) 

The last three presidents, Roose- 
velt, Taft and Wilson, never. served 
in eithér house of congress. Rodse- 
velt and Wilson wefe both gover- 
nors Of their respective states, while 
Taft was a member .of the cabinet, 
Roosevelt being the only one of the 
three first serving as .vice <presi- 
dent. ee ; 

After all history teaches that the 
Zovernorship is a better stepping 
stone to the white house than either 
branch of congress, and that un- 
official life is about as good as any.

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SOUTHERN SENATORS 
AND THE CUMMINGS BILL 

A survey of the situation in the 
senate where debate is proceeding 
on the railroad bill indicates a 
dawning realization by southern 
senators who directly or indirectly 
assisted the La Follette fillibuster 
that the position taken by them 
may prove a boomerang to railway 
development, particularly in the 
south. 

Several southern senators who 
opposed the Cummins bill state that 
ft is not their purpose in criticising 
specific features of the bill, perma- 


to give aid and comfort to Senator 
La Follette’s filibuster for govern- 
ment ‘ownership. They desired 
simply to point out their. under- 
standing of the measure. Senator 
Cummins, chairman of the commit- 
tee in charge of the bill,. was.in 
some instances able to disabuse the 
minds of senators who opposed cer- 
tain sections, explaining the .pur- 
poses of the bill and calling to their 
attention provisions which because 
of the intricate and technical na- 
ture of the measure had escaped 
their attention.  ., 

The important section of the bill 
in connection with development of 
the south is section 6 Long con- 
sideration of the bill in committee 


which has prevailed and which has 
not generally been understood in 
the senate until the present debate 
began. In the past roads like the 
Union Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cific have had complete control of 
the division of freight rates and 
have operated in the int>rest of the 
eastern ports to the exclusion of 
south Atlantic ports by declining 
fair division of rates to the south- 
ern ports. It is proposed in the 
Cummins bill that these divisions 
shall be taken out of the hands of 
the railroad executives and put in 
the hands of the interstrte com- 
merce commission, which .will see 
that all ports get fair play. The 
bill is particularly explicit on the 
subject of fair divisions. 3 
Under section 6 the commission 
will Be permitted to proceed in the 
same manner as it has fm the past 


railroad would get from given 
rates. The railroads are grouped 
for the purpose of rate making. The 
main feature of the section is that 
roads like the great western roads 
will not hereafter be permitted to 
stand in the way of the southern 
roads getting their fair proportion 
of the return from rates, which on 
the present basis give too large & 
share to the powerful western 


roads. 
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FUNCTIONS OF THE 
INTERSTATE COMMISSION. 

The interstate commerce commis- 
sion under the bill ‘will be permit- 
ted to adjust rates so that south- 
ern and other roads will have 
enough funds for development of 
the territory through which they 
pass and to get a fair return. Should 
a rate yield too great a return 'to a 
rich and powerful road like the 
western roads mentioned, one-half 
of the excess above a stated amount 
would be retained by the road earn- 
ing it and the.other half put into a 
fund which would be used to pur- 
chase equipment which could be 
leased and distributed to the rail- 
roads needing it as emergencies 
arose and at times of congestion 
such as during the fruit and truck 
moving seasons in the south. Allo- 
cation of thig equipment would be 
in the hands of a government body. 

Under this arrangement millions 
of dollarse would be saved in the 
purchase of equipment by railroads, 
which equipment would be capital- 
ized if purchased by the individual 
roads. And upon such capitaliza- 
tion rates would be based which in 
ordinary circumstances would be 
higher than if investment in equip- 
ment was not carried to the capital 
account. 7 

There has been much misappre- 
hension, particularly among south- 
ern senators, that the bill took 
earnings from one road and gave 
them to another. Senator Cummins 


explained that this was not the 
case.

Good Horse Sense for Syphilis. — 
Here is part of a letter from a 


correspondent... who has ‘locomotor 
ataxia which, in this case, is: prob- 
ably due to syphilis: 


“Three years before marriage 1°}! 


had the chancre (the primary sore 


of syphilis) excised and reteived 
internal mercurial treatment:for a 
period which I now realize was all 
too short. I was pronounced cured 
and told. it would be perfectly safe 
to marry. We have four healthy 
children. 


“Four years ago I developed my 
first symptoms of tabes (locomotor 


ataxia), but the disease was not 
correctly diagnosed. [It was not 
until ‘two years ago that I learned 
it was tabes. Then I took a Vigor- 
ous course of treatment from Dr. 
- of —— clinic, and far @ year 
have been getting negative Was- 
sermann reactions of the ‘spinal 
fluid. Blood tests had bhécome 
negative some time before that. The 
treatment consisted of four courses, 
six injections to each course, of 
salvarsan and neo-salvarsah, in 
combination with mercury. *How- 
ever, as a kind of life insurance, as 
Dr. puts it, I am to take a 
course of mercurial inunctiong every 
year.” 
The physician whose name I have 


deleted is one of the most compe- 


tent authorities on syphilis. Note 
that he does not assume that the 
syphilis is finally cured merely be- 
cause the blood and spinal fluid 
Wassermann tests have become per- 
manently negative. The doctor 
still advises the patient to resume 
mercurial treatment for a time 
every year—for life. 


. Note that the doctor, although an 
advocate of the newer anti-syphi- 


litic drugs—the arsenic-compounds 
mentioned—has abiding faith in that 
old standby, mercury, to which the 
patient is counselled to return year 
after year, as “life insurance.” 
There are other instructive things 
in the correspondent’s letter which 
I cannot mention lest some one 
suspect his identity. As it is I have 
purposely twisted a few details. 


At various times I have express- 


ed here my personal opinions about 
syphilis and its treatment, which 
opinions are not shared by the ma-. 
jority of physicians. 1 have said 
that I would prefer the older mer- 
curial and other remedies to the 
newer arsenic-compounds (s0-call- 
ed 606, salvarsan, or, as it is prop- 
erly called in this country, arsphe- 
namine or neo-arsphenamine) if I 
were to be treated for syphilis. And 
I have said that in my opinion we 
cannot think of syphilis as ever 
being cured, in the sense that its 
last vestige has been eradicated. 
The disease may be arrested, like 
tuberculosis, by vigorous treatment, 
and it may never again become 
manifest. Remember, this is. mere- 
ly my opinion, and not the view of 
most physicians with much more 
experience along this line than I 
have had..-It would seem that the 
very excellent physician the corre- 
spondent consulted holds some 
similar view, though to my knowl- 
edge he hag never expressed such a 
view, 

The correspondent’s statement 
also answers a query which Is fre- 


quently put to me: The blood test 
may be negative (Wassermann re- 
action. negative) althougu tie spi- 
nal fluid is positive, The patient 
may have syphilis in an active 
Stage although the Wassermann 
blood test is negative. The Wasser- 
mann test is a guide only. The 
physician’s individual opinion is 
the final test and the only safe one 
to rely upon.

Just as an architect tries to make 
a house look symmetrical by put- 
ting false windows by the side of 
the real ones, so people are often 
tempted to put only the sash and 
blind’ in: the place where there 
should be a real source of illumina- 
tion. The house and brains thus 
treated may look better from the 
outsidé, but there is no increase of 
eandle-power within, The brain- 
‘windows are false. : : : 

One great. aim, and one as great 
and genuine as any, is to have, light 
and enjoy it, sizce Mght has the 
power to illumine; to cheer, and 


sometimes to cure ills. If we lived 
in the open, we should be better 
off, but since we have decided as 


{civilized beings to come indoors, the 


subjéct of windows has become im- 
portant. 

False windows appear as soon as 
a person is under the delusion he is 
possessed of all the illumination, 
all the knowledge of outdoors. in 
contrast with this, we have the 
sober example of a Socrates, who 
admitted that his knowledge was 
no more than an intense conscious- 
ness. Socrates had done away with 
all the false windows of his brain. 

Education, while its main pur- 


pose is to give light, may serve as 
a false window. Because a person 
has studied poetry, it does not fol- 
low that he has become’ poetical. 
If he has followed science, it is not 
certain that the secrets of nature 
have been opened to him. The fact 
that he knows economics, will not 


make him a. success in. finance. 


Poetry, science and wealth come 
only to those’ whuse’ brain windows 
are genuine, not false and showy. 
Windows serve aa well the pur- 
pose of ventilation. When we meet 
a person whose ideas are stuffy and 
traditional, we know that he has not 
had enough brain-windows open; 
perhaps his windows have been only 
false, attractive affairs which have 
admitted no. air into the. halle of 
his brain. n the other hand, the 
man or woman who has. original 
ideas, phrases, plans, is obviously 
one whose windows are real affairs 
through which light and air stream 
freely. ‘ - 

If we paid more attention to what 
was going on within the walls of 
the brain and thought less about 
appearances, we should live bright- 
er more aj lives. If you have 
any false windows, 
and cut them out.

Out of 
these eighty-three, fully more than 
half were present at this annua) 
meeting. It is a condition that 
speaks well for field trials in gen- 
eral and amateur trials in particu- 
lar.

Men from all walks in 
life—bankers, merchants, lawyers, 
doctors, sportsmen. Men, who take 
the big affairs of life as a matter 
of course and are accustomed to 
meeting every situation with equa- 
nimity, compete here with all the 
seriousness as though their lives 
and reputations were at stake. 

There was Scott Hudson, for. in- 
stance. Sportsman all his life, ac- 
customed to driving the fastest 
horses under the wire in many a 
neck-and-neck race with the calm 
assurance that he could win with 
cool head and steady nerve; and he 
did win. Then there was Ty Cobb, 
one of the greatest ball players the 
world has ever seen, thinking it 
nothing to face the best pitchers 
of his league, accustomed to main- 
tainging a steady ey: and a calm 
exterior in the face of any contin- 
gency on the ball field. 

Scott Hudson has won the great- 
est honors on the track with the 
fastest horses: Ty Cobb holds the 
world record as the greatest bats- 
man in baseball, but both of them 
would rather win the Georgia All- 
Age Stake than they would all the 
honors in their respective spheres.

Paris, December 17.—‘Sparrow” 
Robertson, of New York, represent- 


ing “Tex” Rickard, the American 
fight promoter, is conferring here 
with M. DeCoin with the object of 
having DeCoin join interests with 
Rickard in bidding for a fight be- 
tween Jack Dempsey and Georges 
Carpentier. Owing to the difficul- 
ties which it is believed would be 
encountered if Rickard should try 
to stage the battle in the United 
States, Rickard is reported to be 
prepared to aid the French promoter 
in holdine the championship fight 
in Paris. ' 

Such a fight would be staged as 
the world’s heavyweight chamption- 
ship. Rickard, according to Rob- 
ertson, would be willin gto advance 
half the capital required and share 
equally with the French promoter 
in the profit or loss. 

The negotiations here .are said 
to be progressing rapidly, owing 
to the expected arrival in New York 
within a few days of C. B. Cochrane, 
of London, who promoted the recent 
fight in the English capital between 
Joe Beckett and Carpentier, and 
whois said to be degirous of ar- 
ranging a Carpentier-Dempsey fight 
in London.

- “As soon as Tom Foley and I had 
assembled the team we took it to 
New Orleans to put it in shape and 
met it ready for the task we had 
laid out for ourselves, the over- 
throw of the ' up-to-that-time in- 
vincible Cincinnati Reds. 

cago in 1869 had many first- 
‘class amateur teams, notably the 
"Aetnas, the Dreadnaughts and the 
Mutuals, all able to give our White 
Stockings fine practice, but the 
in the early spring. was 
too cold there to get our players in 
proper condition. But it was not 
without some difficulty that I was 
able to show the prime movers of 
the club the necessity of taking 
our players to New Orleans to get 
the strenuous work needed to bring 
about that which no other one-year 
ball club ever accomplished in the 
beating of the greatest baseball or- 
ganiza ion of that time. Having 
wone through the season of i869 
without losing a game and but 
three games in 1870, one with the 
Atlantics ot Brooklyn and the two 
Straight with the Chicagos, the 
Cincinnati Reds of that time were 
most certainly a great team, and 
I knew what we had to do t» beat 
them. So after our arrival at New 


. Orleans I gave my players practice 


every day from 10 a. m. to lunch 


of time and then from 2 to 5 in the

“The boys were not accustomed 
to this strenuous work, for before 
they came to me they had prac- 
iced when it best suited them; in 
those days we did not have the 
Stringent rules as 
ganized baseball governing, and 
to accomplish anything moral 
sliasion and tact had to be resorted 
to. So when some of the players 
rebelled against too much work, as 
ey termed it, I was at my wits’ 
end. At that time they were in 
00d shape, so to humor them I 
often halted and thought out some 
new plan by which to give to them 
a few days’ rest. 

Up to this time we had beaten 
every team in New Orleans, and they 
had some very strong ones just then. 
When I renewed the practice 1 
called the boys to my room and told 
them (of a made-up rumor I had 
thought out) that the Robert E. Lee 
club had said they could beat the 
Chicagos if they would allow them 
five outs in each inning to our three. 

“The Robert E. Lees had given us 
some hard. games. So I asked my 
teammates what they thought about 
it, and would it be wise to risk it. 
1 told: my boys I would, providing 
all agreed to it. 

“Mart King was the first to re- 
spond, saying: ‘Captain Jimmy, I

“Mart was a big, 
feliow, easily persuad I had 

the proposition all over with him, 
and so he spoke his piece well. 
Then I thanked Mart for his loyalty, 
and extended a rage that all the 
rest would feel as rt did, for it 
was well understood what the Chi- 
cago public expected of us after the 
great expense incurred in sending 
us to New Orleang for this early 
practice, and I did not for a moment 
think or expect any player would 
shirk his duty. 

“‘Now boys,’ said I, ‘you have 
heard what Mart has said. All who 
will do‘likewise will pleast stand 
up.’ All were on their feet at once, 
and then with a pride which must 
have been very apparent to all, I 
shook each one by the hand and 
thanked them heartily. I then sug- 
gested to them that we give the 
Robert E. Lees six outs instead of 
five (which they were supposed to 
save asked for) and all replied: 
‘Jimmie, as many as you wish. 

“I then went to see the Robert E. 
Lee’s secretary, and asked him if we 
could arrange such a game. He en- 
tered into the spirit of it at once, 
owing to the novelty of it and at 
the same time he really believed 
they would beat us on those terms. 

““That may be true,’ I replied, 
for you have a very strong club, 
but I will take a chance.’ 

“Well, the game took three and 
one-half hours to play, and they 
gave us a hard fight, but we won 
out, and derived the first_practice 
we had had. That night I begged 
a theater box for the boys, so they 
’were a happy lot. I rested the fol- 
lowing day, but began a shorter 
morning and evening practice daily. 
Then I thought up another new 
wrinkle in giving one of the other 
strong clubs (the Southern) 18 
players to nine, which we won 
also, and had excellent practice. It 
was réally amusing to see the 18 
players in the field in opposition 
to our nine. 

Hard to Hit. 

There was scarcely an available 
spot that was not occupied, and our 
boys, in viewing them, wanted to 
know where in h they could hit 
away from that crowd. I told them 
I had a ball with over three ounces 
of pure rubber in it, and to hit 
the ball as hard as they could, and 
errors und getting out of the way 
of those rifle shots would soon put 
us on the bases. Needless to say, 
we won the game easily and created 
much talk and amusement before 
and after. 

“In selecting my players it was 
more for their batting ability than 
anything else, knowing full well 
that my only hope to conquer the 
Reds was to outbat them, as their 
fielding was as near perfection as 
could be, and it was our batting 
on those two occasions that defeat- 
ed the greatest ball team of the 
early days and caused their dis- 
bandment that year. Most of our 
players went to A. G. Mills, of the 
Olympics of Washington, and the 
rest to the Boston club. , 

“Our well-seasoned brown boys 
finally left New Orleans with hearty 
congratulations and best wishes of 
the people, and you can imagine the 
kind of hitters they were when I 
tell you that at Memphis they de- 
feated the Red Stocking team of 
that city by a score of 107 to 1. Tom 
Foley said we should not have al- 
lowed that single one. Hard-heart- 
ed, wasn’t he? 

‘J was sorry, indeed, I could not 
attend the Old-Timers’ banquet. A 
bad knee,’ injured in a trolley car 
accident, was the only thing that 
kept me away. Aside from my Knee, 
my health is perfect. I am a mem- 
ber of the Life Extension institute 
of New York city, and my last re- 
port from them indicated a flaw- 
less condition, and, being 76 years 
of age December 1, I feel very hap- 
Py with such gratifying conditions, 
t seems the 50 years that have

World- War Still to Be Won or Lost 
Amid Problem Places of Near East 


Turkey the Test of the 
Workability of the Al- 
lied War Aims—Amer- 
ica’s Relation to Near- 
Eastern Conditions. 


By Wil*am T. Ellis. 
Whether the "2 war is to be 
won or lost is now being decided 


in Turkey. Obviously the defeat of 
Germany does not.mean the win- 
ning of the war, unless the great 
objectives of the allies are also made 
secure. 

Those objectives are now in real 
peril in the Near East. 

America entered the war to help 
make the world safe for democracy; 
to insure the liberty of all peoples, 
however small or weak, from op- 
pression, and to break the power. of 
imperialism. If the result of the 
eataclysm is anything less than this, 
on our soldiers will have died in 
vain. 

“If ye break faith with us who die, 
We shall not sleep, though poppies 

blow in Flanders fields.” 
America has not yet faced the 
ic of.the situation. 

Ow great and grave.is_ the 
menace to peace around/the Medi- 
terranean. is simply ~<outside the 
thinking of the average American. 
He neither realizes that the causes 
of the war were in the Near East; 
nor that its final decision will be 
there. 

Where Germany Gets a Look In, 


The situation in the Near East 
may be reviewed in a few sentences. 
Turkey is still impenitent and pro- 
German. Young Turk officials con- 
tinue to occupy most of the subor- 
dinate offices of the nation. Given 
an opportunity they would re-estab- 
lish relations with the central pow- 
ers. They dislike the allied na- 
tions, less for their enmity in the 
war than for what they call the 
present intrigues of Europe. By 
these machinations, old Turkey is 
the greatest gainer, for all present 
signs point to a continuance of 
Turkish rule in Constantinople and 
Asia Minor, thus thwarting one of 
the specific fourteen points of Pres- 
ident Wilson and a solemn convic- 
tion of Christendom. 

Everybody expected the subject 
races of Turkey to be freed by the 
war. Instead, they seem merely to 
be changing masters. Armenia's 
fate is uncertain, her prospects for 
self-government being jeopardized 
by the extravagant claims and arro- 
gant attitude of the Aremnian poli- 
ticians. Syria has been freed from 
Turkey, but turned over to France. 
Mesopotamia is openly treated‘as a 
British possession, with no sem- 
blance of local autonomy. The Hejaz 
has become a nation, and signatory 
to the peace treaty, but Arabian 
jealousies and the increase of Turk- 
ish power may overturn it. Egypt 
has since the war been definitely de- 
prived of prospects of independence, 
having been formally taken over 
as a protectorate by Great Britafn. 
The Hellenes of western Asia Minor 
have apparently lost their opportu- 
nity for autonomy, or annexation to 
Greece, because of the excesses of 
the Greek soldiers in Smyrna and 
the regions beyond. 

Meanwhile the great powers are 
coquetting and conspiring with va- 
rious sets of Turkish officials, and 
each is seeking advantages for it- 
self. In this game, which now seems 
to be the continuing policy with re- 
spect to Turkey, we may be sure 


lo 


‘that Germany will again have a look” 


in. As soon as the treaties have 
been signed her officials will be back 
in Constantinople. They outwitted 
the other powers there before the 
war; they may do so again after the 
war. No American who faces facts 
fearlesslv can be entirely comfort- 
able at the prosnects which seem to 
be opening up along the Bosphorus, 

Imperialism Versus Democracy. 

That condition of things, a sort of 
armed truce, may continue for years 
to the scandal of civilization. Open 
war is less to be feared froni it than 
from other forces produced by the 
war for freedom. Imperialistic Eu- 
ropean praees may exist side by 
side, each intriguing and manoeuVer- 
ing against the other, without 
breaking out into open hostilities; 
because they are all subject to the 
will of the statesmen of London, 
Paris, Rome and Berlin. ' 

If actual fighting on a wholesale 
scale—nobody- counts small scale 
killings in the Near East—breaks 
out again, it will probably be be- 
cause the aroused subject nations 
fight for their independence. These 
old peoples have heard the magic 
words of liberty that America sent 
swinging around the world. They 
have been taught that self-govern- 
ment is a sacred right, Enropean 
statesmen joined with President 
Wilson in proclaiming that the will 
of the people is supreme. Therefore, 
they refuse to be crowded back into 
former conditions wherein they were 
possessed and bartered as so many 
commodities. ‘ 

Egypt and Syria are the most por- 
tentous of these ancient nations now 
claiming self-determination. They 
refuse to submit to British and 
French rule; they do not even want 
these nations as mandatories. They 
may force a continuance, of the 
world war, with great entente pow- 
ers put into the awkward position 
of fighting arainst the doctrines of 
democracy which were the battie 
slevans of the boys in France. 

This aspect of the case may 
summed up in a paragraph. The 
jesune is whether imperialism. and 
old diplomacy, or democracy and 
aitruism shall be dominant in the 
Near East. Are the welfare and 
wishes and righte of the local popu- 
lation to ¢ome first, or are they to 
he subordinated to considerations of

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ings cannof continue as they are: 
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any day may see the dreaded calam- 
ity. precipitated. If the interna- 


tional conflict is resumed about the 
shores of the Mediterranean, it will 
develop aspects which the mind re- 
fuses to contemplate. 

"theoretically, America is out ot 
ail this. Actually, she is deepest in 
it.. Her entrance into the war, and 
her proclaimed principles, aroused 
these various nationalities to a pas- 
sion for liberty. America provided 
the Egyptians with the platiorm 
upon which their insurrection 
stands. America, as Prince Feisai 
and others assured me, taught Syria 
to speak the slogans of liberty. Ar- 
menia got her ideas of independence 
from American teachers. By exam- 
ple and by instruction the United 
States made the smail nations reso- 
lute for their rights. 

At present every one’ of these 
clamorous nations, from Albania to 
Arabia, is insistent that America be- 


come its mandatory or sponsor or/ 


suzerain or whatever one may please 
to call it. They say openly that 
only a strong, kindly American hand 
can guide the ship of peace, through 
these troubled waters. None of the 
nations will accept any other leader- 
ship; they have confidence only in 
the disinterestedness of America. 

There we have the situation out- 
lined in broad strokes. There are a 
hundred complicating factors. The 
one clear issue is whether peace or 
war is to follow. The Near East 
is the last battlefield, or the strug- 
gle of the ages. In Turkey I have 
met more than one pessimist who 
is convinced that the cradle of. the 
race is also to be the deathbed of 
civilization; they see continued war 
as inevitable here, with no promise 
of a noble conclusion. There will 
be no. peace until the aspirations of 
the weak peoples have been. satis- 
fied, and it does mot comport with 
the policy of the European powers 
to satisfy these. Even these Jere- | 
miahs admit that America may yet 
‘speak the word, or do the deed, thar 
will bring to a peaceful. issue in the 
Near East the more than five years 
of costly strife.

Whandene e riends of Irish 
“Despite statements 
from Max Aiken, better known as 
L rd Deaverbrook,” he observed, 
the trouble in Ireland is not a re- 
ligious controversy, but it is an 
economic war between the commer- 
cial interests of England and the 
landowners, on the one hand, and 
the common people on the other. 

The fight is based upon economic 
and industrial lines. Last year Ire- 
land’s commerce amounted to $820,- 
060,000, 95 per cent of which must 
be traded in England as there are 
no open ports to world commerce 
from Ireland, except by way of Liv- 
erpool and London, 

It is a question on the one hand 
of the privileged classes and on the 
other of the common people. Fifty 
years ago there were 8,000,000 people 
in Ireland. Today there are 4,000,- 
000, and these are mainly old men 
and babies. 


Want Self-determination. 


“There is a practical unanimity 
for self-determination in Ireland. It 
would be a great benefit to Eneland 
herself to have a small friendly na- 
tion near her, rather than a run- 
ning sore in her side. She would 
have no fear from a small nation 
near her, while unrest will live as 
long as Ireland is denied the right 
for self-determination and autono- 
mous development. 

“The third renson why Ireland 
should have freedom is that it is the 
acid test of whether or not the prin- 
ciples for which the American boys 
laid down their lives -in Europe 
shall. be sustained. It is — to 
America to make good the pledge. 
Thousands of her boys died for it. 
Are their lives to be sacrificed for 
a false ideal? Are sacred pledges 
made them as they went ‘over the 
top’ to be ruthlessly broken?” 

Dr. Lovejoy stated further that 
Treland gave more men per capita 
to fight in the war than any na- 
tion in the world... With a popula- 
tion of less than 5,000,000. he said, 
360,000 were enrolled in the forces 
of the allies.

THE LIVE STOCK MARKET 
AND ITS FLUCTUATIONS 


Every stockyard in the country is 
congested with cattle, but the crop 
carries little beef. In market par- 
lance it is a run of horns, hoofs 
and hides. Condition is the poorest 
in trade history even at a season 
when bovine junk is always plenti- 
ful. Chicago had a record run of 
110.386 head last week, but it was 
woefully lacking in beef tonnage, 
and at other markets a load of bul- 
locks selling above $16.50 is a nov- 
elty. The best price at Chieago 
during the past week has been $20, 
but more money would be paid for 
the right kind. Last week’s break 
of $1@2.50 per cwt. resulted in a 
reaction of 50c to $1 per cwt., show- 
ing how -.sensitive and subject to 
violent fluctuations the trade is. 
Bull energy in the hog market has 
been discouraged by an expanding 
movement, difficulty being experi- 
enced in preserving the $14 quota- 
tion, although the top occasionally 
advances to $14.50. On all the breaks 
packers have been free buyers, in- 
dicating that they can use hogs at 
a range of $13@14. Lamb trade is 
depressed in seasonal manner by 
excessive supply, breaking 50c per 
cwt. last week, mature muttons, 
which are relatively scarce, show- 
ing a firm undertone. Feeder trade 
is healthy both in cattle and sheep.

efer to cultivate them rather than 

plough the ground for. grain. 
There is pretty sure to be some- 
thing of a wine crop though there 
may be trouble with grain, although 
the vines need constant care _ to 


. keep them free from disease and 


there is always danger of damage 
from hail and untimely frosts. 

But the real value of the wine to 
the country is not in its food pro- 
perties, but in the amount of money 
that is put into circulation by the 
buying and selling of it. The ex- 

ortation of Italian wine is not very 
arge in proportion toe the amount 
produced; so far oniy three per cent 
of the output is sold to foreign 
countries. This is another Italian 
industry which may be largely in- 
creased, and as many of the Italian 
wines, such as the well known Chi- 
anti, for instance, contain a very 
low percentage of alcohol, they can- 
not be regarded as dangerously in- 
toxicating beverages. Of course, 
however, for distant travel, they 
must be slightly fortifjed, as the 
average ordinary wine ddes not con- 
tain enough alcohol] to keep it. 

An American said to me last 
apri that in his opinion Italy 
ghould get rid of her Vineyards and 
turn them all into grainfields. Per- 
haps he was opposed to all wine 
drinking on moral grounds. I do 
not know. But what he suggested 
was an utter impossibility, equally 
with: another suggestion he made, 
in ich he ventured the opinion 
_ Italy should get rid of ths 

man Catholic Church. I am afraid 
that he would be grieved to heir 
that the wine of this year seems 
likely to be plenty and that the 
country is pleased at the prospect 
of a good Egg of grapes. 

One wo should be said about 
the strikes among the contadini 
which in the northern parts of Italy 
Ihave been causing some embar- 
Tassment, especially in the neigh- 
borhood of Navara, where the rice 
fields principally lie. The rice crop 
of Italy is of great value, and she 
is the only Euronean country which 
roduces it in any quantity. She 
as even been able to export it. Be- 
~ fore the war her average yield was 
4,889,200 quintals. 

Unhealthy Work. 

There is no doubt that the work 
in the rice fields is hard and un- 
healthy, for these places are always 
swampy, where malaria lies in wait, 
and the workers have to stand for 
hours in the water or in wet places, 
and there is often illness among 
them. I have seen them at the 
Milan station coming from the dis- 

icts where they have been em- 

oyed, whole families, with the 
usual bundle without which no pea- 
gant Italian ever travels, worn and 
dirty and tired, with pale and hag- 
gard faces. But they are fairly 
well paid, and it is only now, when 
the epidemic of strikes is in the air, 
that they have been making the 
most extraordinary demands. They 
have chosen the worst time for it 
too, as the old crop of rice being 
exhausted, and not much being im- 
ported, it has been out of the ques- 
tion to buy any rice at all in many 
places in Italy. It is about time for 
Phe gathering of this year’s crop 
and the strikers, although they have 
just given in, have a hard ficht. Of 
course, as is the fashion, they want 
to work only eight hours a day, 
but they asked to be paid for cut- 
ting the rice 17.50 a day, and for 
cultivating it, the sum of 650 lire a 
month for the men and 575 for the 
women.
